The practitioner also can customize 
the arranger feature of Lacerte, which is an organizer sent to clients in 
the early part of January. Customization helps identify clients. One 
practitioner writes his own questions, which complement the standard 
questions, and the organizer is returned by the client with specific 
information checked off as to the products in which the client might be 
interested. The practitioner explains that using the mouse with his left 
hand allows him to use the right hand on- the number pad, which speeds 
completion of the return. When returns are finished and accepted by the 
IRS , an acceptance letter is sent to the client. A second practitioner 
explains more productivity and flexibility features of Lacerte. 17 1040 
packages are' compared for price, renewal price, pay-per-return, network 
price, multistate processing, data entry, forms supported, number of 
states supported, software distribution, electronic filing, operating 
systems supported, and new features. 
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Arthur Anderson's A. Plus. Tax Fixed-Assets Manager, Best Software's FAS 
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FirstStep 1999.2, Micro Vision Software's Fixed Assets Relief, RIA's 
GoSystem Fixed Assets, Decision Support Technologies' Bassets 98 Fixed 
Asset System, Creative Solutions 1 Depreciation Solution, MoneySof t ' s Fixed 
Asset Pro, and WorthIT Software's WorthIT Fixed Assets are software 
packages that keep multiple books and provide the basic depreciation 
methods. A-Plus is easy to set up and operate, but the reporting 
capabilities are a little light. Bassets 98 is very capable, but its 
documentation needs improvement. FAS is affordable, easy to run, and offers 
over 20 methods of depreciating assets. Depreciation Solution is a midlevel 
system and has a nice selection of reports, but it does not have export 
capabilities. Fixed Assets has a nice set of reports and all common 
depreciation methods are supported. Fixed Asset Pro has excellent basic 
asset management and depreciation capabilities, but it does not prepare 
IRS forms other than 4562. GoSystem provides the most common 
depreciation methods, and will allow users to create their own methods, and 
WorthIT is available in single, multi-user network and client/ server 
versions, but it does not have any fileable forms or a formal FASB 109 
projection . 
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Four online tax filing services that are easier to use than tax 
preparation software packages are discussed here: Kiplinger TaxCut 1040EZ 

Online from Block Financial, OneTax. com from Thomson, Universal Tax 
Systems' SecureTax.com, and WebTurboTax from Intuit. Kiplinger TaxCut 
Online is free for those filing the simple 1040EZ IRS tax form . 
The service's stripped-down interface guides users through each step while 
explaining key tax concepts along the way. OneTax. com is the latest tax 
service site to emerge online and is a very helpful service that gives 
customers a lot of information and ways to reduce taxes for only $9.95 
per form . SecureTax.com offers a more streamlined tax preparation 
process with helpful wizards and guides to help users fill out their tax 
forms . WebTurboTax resembles the company's popular tax -preparation 
software packages and only asks questions that are relevant to the 
individual's tax needs. 
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Tax -preparation assistance available at the federal government's IRS 
site is described. Many links are available at the bottom of the home 
page, including the Forms & Pubs link, which allows users to download 
over 560 official forms and instructions and over 100 IRS publications. 

Forms and publications are also available via another link; the site is 
slow, and users can work more quickly by typing in the exact uniform 
resource locators (URLs), which are provided. Forms and publications can 
be used in Portable Document Format, PostScript, and HP-PC languages, and 
most are also available in Standard Generalized Markup Language (SGML) . 
They can choose forms according to IRS number or the date of their last 
modification. A Fill-in Forms feature allows users to enter information 
while a document is shown in an Adobe Acrobat reader. For answers to 
particular tax questions, users can visit the IRS Tax Info For You 
department, which offers a subsection called Tax Trails. This feature 
steps the user though a question and answer session. Users also can 
download a copy of Pub 17, which has full directions for personal tax 
filing, along with sample returns, forms , tables, and a worksheet. Many 
other resources are highlighted, including Taxpayer Help & Education; 
Electronic Services; and Info For Business. 
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One of the biggest new trends on the Internet is electronic tax filing. 
The IRS has formally established the goal of having 80 percent of all 
tax returns prepared and filed electronically by 2007. In 1998, one in 
five taxpayers filed electronically. Most filed using the services of an 
IRS -authorized Electronic Return Originator (ERO) , while others filed over 
the telephone using the IRS ' s TeleFile system, and still others used 
their own PCs with third-party transmitters. There are likely to be several 
new services, including the ability to authorize debits of checking 
accounts. The IRS is also testing an electronic signature that will 
render the entire process paperless. Using a five-digit personal 
identification number, electronic filers will not have to mail a paper 
signature form to the IRS . Electronic filing offers many benefits, 
including more accuracy and quicker refunds. Although shrink-wrapped tax 
software is a significant market, there are major changes on the rise. The 
growth will not lie in the off-the-shelf software, but in Internet -based 
tax preparation services. Web -based filing is cheaper to use and offer, 
and vendors have no shipping expenses. It can also be accessed anywhere, 
and taxpayer data is available in subsequent years. 
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There are many World Wide Web site services and tax packages 
available from the Internal Revenue Service for those wishing to find 
hard-to-locate forms and file taxes online .

The service uses Intuit 's 
EasyStep Interview format, and provides more than 100 IRS tax forms , 
schedules, and worksheets, and returns for all 45 states that require 
incoming tax filings. Universal Tax Systems provides SecureTax, a tax 
preparation and e-filing application for the Internet , with which the 
users can prepare, print, and electronically file federal and state tax 
returns. Lacerte has a Live Update feature that downloads updates and 
checks the Lacerte Master Library to compare provided files to the user's 
system. The user is asked if a more current version should be downloaded.

Windows versions Drake's Tax Solution will be beta tested this year. 
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TurboTax Deluxe for Windows 3.x/95/98 from Intuit and Block Financial's 
Kiplinger TaxCut Deluxe for Windows 3.x/95/98 are the two leading tax 
-preparation software packages, though TurboTax ! s slick interview interface 
gives it the slight edge. Both programs have flexible data entry and import 
facilities, but TaxCut has the advantage with its better integration with 
data from Quicken and Microsoft Money.
